For, 
Agents come to have the Truſt not only of their imployers Writes, but like- 
wiſe, in many caſes, thoſe of others: The Clients Secretsare depoſited in their 
Breaſts, and the fair, and ſucceſ:full, aud Expeditions, carrvingon of Proceſ- 
es depends mainly, inthe firſt place, upon their being right founded at the be- 
ginning after a full knowledge of the »ratter of fa and Writes ; arid in the 
next place on the carefull attendance of Dyets with the Lords, Advocats, Clerks, 
Writers, &+. Both which depends upon the Underſtanding and Vigilence of 
the Agent ; who is to expiſcat the whole Circnmſt anses of the Aﬀair by adviſe 
of Advocats ( who can only anſwer on what 1s repreſented) before the Liedges
